Th e ordinance in its present form 
auth orizes max imum fines of $500 
or six month jail sentences for 
th ose wh o permit or encourage ch il­ 
dren under 18 to loiter in public 
places after 11 p. m. 
LITTLE COUNCIL COMMENT 
Th ough little comment was forth ­ 
coming from oth er council mem­ 
bers, an onlooker, Walter Langford, 
of 53 Durh am road, ex pressed h is 
opinion as a parent th at th e pro­ 
posed ordinance would be & “blue 
law.” 
“Th e curfew law would be subject 
to too much ’ discretion in its en­ 
forcement by th e police,” Langford 
claimed.

WASHINGTON <U.B — Lt. Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer warned today 
against accepting “extended delay 
or stalemate’* In the Korean war 
because either “would play directly 
into the Communists’ hands.” 
Closing his testimony before the 
Senate committee investigating far 
eastern policy and the removal of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Wede­ 
meyer repeated his recommendation 
that the United States must fight 
for an early, decisive victory in 
Korea “or we should get out.” 
He summarised his three days of 
testimony by reading a 2,000-word 
prepared statement after senators 
finished questioning him. 
Wedemeyer, former U. S. com 
mander In China, told the senators 
that a man who has commitments 
to several creditors either must 
provide the means for payment or 
reduce some of the commitments 
until he has the means. 
“Our country has undertaken 
global commitments, in Europe, the 
Far East and elsewhere,” he said 
“To date, our commitment in Kor­ 
ea is proving the most costly. Thus, 
either we should provide the means 
to fight In Korea to an early, de 
cisive and victorious conclusion or 
we should get out.”

Robert Brown appeared for the 
veterans post to protest the large 
boost in the tax over last year when 
the VFW laid out only $30. 
City Attorney John Buresh ex­ 
plained that the recently-passed 
ordinance specifically exempts vet­ 
erans organizations and other 
groups raising money for charity 
purposes but since the August fiesta 
will include midway rides operated 
by professional carnival men the 
full fee will have to be charged. 
“Our new ordinance exempts the 
VFW,” Buresh said, “if its function 
is entirely for charity, but if some 
firm derives a profit, the $100 a day 
fee must be collected.” 
Brown said the carnival-type rides 
will be used as a means of attract­ 
ing bigger crowds. No one in the 
Ross Valley post or even in San 
Anselmo could operate the rides, he 
said, so it will be necessary to hire 
both rides and operators from the 
carnival firm.

S.A. Curfew 
Law Heard 
By Council 
San Anselmo city councilmen last 
night heard the first reading of an 
ordinance which would seek to curb 
juvenile delinquency by holding 
parents responsible for violations of 
an 11 p. m. curfew for children 
under 16. 
Mayor Carmel Booth, author of 
the proposal, explained that it 
would be an emergency measure de­ 
signed to preserve the “public safe­ 
ty” by making it a misdemeanor 
for parents to allow children to loi­ 
ter or stroll on the street between 
11 p. m. and sunrise. 
The ordinance would forbid ju­ 
veniles to drive or ride in motor 
vehicles during the prescribed 
nours, unless accompanied by a 
parent or some other responsible 
adult A breach of the law would 
mean that the police could Impound 
the vehicle. 
The ordinance in its present form 
authorizes maximum fines of $500 
or six month Jail sentences for 
those who permit or encourage chil­ 
dren under 18 to loiter in public 
places after 11 p. m. 
LITTLE COUNCIL COMMENT 
Though little comment was forth­ 
coming from other council mem 
bers, an onlooker, Walter Langford, 
of 53 Durham road, expressed his 
opinion as a parent that the pro­ 
posed ordinance would be a “blue 
law.” 
“The curfew law would be subject 
to too much ’ discretion in its en 
forcement by the ponce,” Langford 
claimed. “This would allow police 
to stop youngsters coming home 
from a date and take them to the 
police station for questioning. This 
could place a real stigma on the 
child.” 
Mrs. Booth claimed that the law 
is aimed at flagrant loiterers on the 
streets late at night and that the 
police would probably stop only 
those acting suspiciously.

“What we’re after,” she said, “is 
the loiterers. The police would be 
looking fof the suspicious ones.”

Dr. Joseph A. Vance, 
Famed Minister Dies 
DETROIT OP) — Dr. J oseph A. 
Vance, one of Detroit’s best known 
churchmen, died y esterday .

MATTER OF FACT 


Tomorrow is Flag Day. 
What docs this mean? To many, perhaps, 
a perfunctory salute or tip of the hat as a color 
g uard marches past. 
Or a moment of reflection on the Stars and 
Stripes fluttering from every mast in town. 
Maybe an opportunity for the mayor to issue 
a proclamation — as if he, instead of Cong ress 
in 17 7 7, proclaimed the proud banner to be the 
standard of these United States.

If he 
g oes a mile a minutes, the answer plainly is 60.

Mos t Me n Don't Know How To 
Shave Right; Razor Ma n Says 


NEW YORK (Æ3) — The little 
•havers and big shavers of this 
world have one thing in common. 
Most of them don’t know how to 
shave. 
“ Very few men know how to 
•have properly—only about 10 to 
15 per cent," says Otto Kraus. And 
he believes women have an even 
lower batting averag e. 
Is Kraus a man In a position to 
tell anybody else how to shave 
rig ht? He feels he is. He is a top 
official in the Personna and Pal 
blade companies, g rhich he says 
are second only to the Gillette 
people In the nation’s $9 5,000,000 
a year rasor blade industry. 
He has made quite a study of 
shaving . His advice to women 
shavers Is simple: 


"1. DON’T BORROW your hus­ 
band’s rasor. Have your own. It 
makes for a happier home life. 
“ 2. Quit shaving dry. Shave wet.” 
How about men shavers? They 
have a raft of problems. What is 
the best type of rasor? J ust why 
do most men shave wrong ? Should 
they have a picture of Betty ara­ 
ble by their mirror as they shave? 
Kraus says the best shave can 
be obtained by the old-fashioned 
straig ht edg e barber’s rasor. But 
It takes a lot of time and trouble 
to become skillful In its use. And 
too many amateurs in the past 
lopped off the tip of their noses 
trying to learn the art. So the 
safety rasor is the best bet in the 
home. 
“ Most men make the mistake of

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not washing their faces thoroug hly 
with hot soap and water before 
they beg in shaving ,” Kraus said. 
“ You have to do that to g et the oil 
and dirt out of the skin so the 
beard stands out. 


"WHETHER YOU USE lather or 
brushless cream, it? then should be 
rubbed in for a full minute before 
you beg in shaving . And it must be 
kept wet. Otherwise the blade just 
g lides over the caked shaving 
cream or soap.” 
The next error? 
“ The averag e man holds the ra­ 
zor horizontal to his face and pulls 
it from the ear hairline to the chin 
in one stroke. That is like trying 
to slice a loaf of bread by pushing 
the knife straig ht down. You have 
to slice off your beard just like 
you slice bread. Use ar oblique 
•troke.” 
Anything else? 
“ Yes,” said Kraus. “ Pull the skin 
in the opposite direction of your 
shaving stroke. If you are shaving 
down, pull the skin up—to g et it 
taut and make the hairs stand out. 


“ AND ANOTHER THING, too 
many men shave like they were 
playing g olf. They try to g et 
around the course in as few strokes 
as possible. AH wrong . Anybody 
who shaves in less than 150 strokes 
is just cheating himself. I use 
about 200 strokes myself. None 
should be long er than an inch and 
a half. Keep ’em short.” 
Shaving bores most men. Re­ 
cently Dr. Sidney Ross, a psychol­ 
og ist, said it would seem less of a 
chore if they created happy mental 
imag es while shaving . He sug g ested 
putting a picture above the mirror 
symbolic of the shaver’s favorite 
interest in life—* race horse, a ball 
player, or Betty arable. 
Kraus rather doubts if that is 
safe. 
“ If you need a distraction while 
shaving , sing or hum —but keep 
looking in the mirror,” he said. 
“ Put up a picture of a film star, 
and you’ll find yourself shaving 
your fing ers Instead of your face.**

WASHINGTON—The unanimity 
which has prevailed on the sur­ 
face between the spokesmen of the 
Pentag on during the MacArthur 
investig ation is wholly deceptive. 
In fact, if the past is any g uide 
to the future, an unholy row, rival­ 
ling in bitterness the row which 
led up to the dismissal of Adm. 
Louis Denfeld, is likely *to break 
out in the near future. The whole 
basic strateg y of the United States, 
involving the very survival of the 
Western alliance, may well depend 
on the outcome of this internal 
strug g le. 
Air Force Chief of Staff Hoyt 
Vanderberg , with the full back­ 
ing of his civilian superiors, has 
already squarely posed the essen­ 
tial issue. He has proposed to the 
J oint Chiefs of staff that air 
streng th should be increased from 
the presently planned ninety-five 
g roups to at least 140 g roups. He 
has thus in effect proposed that 
the Air Force should be assig ned 
the central role in the American 
defense structure, with about half 
of all defense funds allotted to it. 


THE BASIC AIR FORCÉ thesis 
is simple enoug h. First, the Ameri­ 
can and the allied British navies 
now wholly dominate the seas. The 
threat of the Soviet shnorkel sub­ 
marine remains, but no mere in­ 
crease in conventional * n a v a l 
streng th will eliminate this threat. 
Second, the United States can 
and must rely heavily on European 
and ether g round forces to provide 
a deterrent on the g round to Red 
Army attack. The United States 
cannot and must not maintain 
hug e g round forces Indefinitely. 
Thus a g reat increase in the Amer­ 
ican g round forces is neither nec­ 
essary nor desirable. 
Third, the Air is the one area in 
which the United States cap be­ 
come and can remain decisively 
superior to the Soviets. Yet the 
planned level of air streng th — 
ninety-five g roups—will leave the 
United States and its allies un­ 
questionably inferior in tactical air 
streng th. 
The American g round forces, as 
well as the g round force« of our 
allies, can never pe quantitively 
superior to the Soviet and satellite 
armies. They will thus be destroyed 
unless the g ap in the air is closed 
and more than closed. Yet the g ap 
cannot possibly be closed by this 
country’s allies, since the British 
aircraft industry is comparatively 
small, and the Continent's air­ 
craft industry virtually non-ex­ 
istent. 


FOR SUCH REASONS, the old 
rule-of-thumb of one air wing to 
one division must be discarded.

TODAYS BUSINESS MIRROR 
Ca lifornia Leads Na tion 
In Milita ry Contra c ts

NEW YORK (£*)—■War contracts 
g o west, too. The west is capturing 
the most—apparently, all a part 
of its striking g rowth in employ­ 
ment, labor force and industrial 
expansion. 
California leads the nation in 
the dollar total of military prime 
contracts awarded in the first 
seven months of the deftnse pro­ 
g ram. She jot 18 per cent of the 
nearly $9 billion total—thanks in 
larg e part to her aircraft industry. 
Count in Washing ton and Oreg on 
and the west coast has almost one- 
fourth of the nation’s total. 
New York is the second state 
with 16 per cent of the total. 
The contract award* include air­ 
craft, ships, tanks, weapons, am­ 
munition, clothing , and military 
construction. The awards are only 
the prime contracts. Much of the 
actual production will be sub-con­ 
tracted and may well be carried on 
in other states. 


FIGURES RELEASED by the 
munitions board show that Michi­ 
g an was the third state In amount 
of prime contracts, with almost 
eig ht per cent; Ohio fourth with 
6.5 per cent, and Connecticut fifth 
with six per cent. Among them, 
these five western states have 55 
per cent of all military prime con­ 
tracts. 
The rest of the first ten, in or­ 
der, are: Indiana, New Jersey, Il­ 
linois, Washing ton and Pennsyl­ 
vania. In dollar totals the ten 
rang e from California’s $1.6 billion 
to Pennsylvania’s $326 million. 
The aircraft industry isn’t the 
only thing pulling contracts west. 
The striking industrial g rowth of 
the west, and to a slig htly lesser 
deg ree the south, is shown in fig ­ 
ures compiled by the National In­ 
dustrial Conference Board from 
various g overnment sources. The 
data contrasts labor force g rowth, 
Industrial employment, and family 
incomes between 1940 and 1960 in 


four reg ions of the country. 
The labor force increased 38.4 
per cent in the decade in the west 
—Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado, 
Wyoming , Montana, Idaho, I^tah, 
Nevada, California, Oreg on and 
Washing ton. 
An Increase of 11.7 per cent in 
the decade was chalked up by the 
labor force in the 16 southern 
states. 
An 11.5 per cent labor force in­ 
crease was recorded in the 12 north 
central states. 
Trailing with a 6.5 per cent in­ 
crease was the northeastern re­ 
g ion-composed of nine states. 


THESE FIGURES ARE percent­ 
ag e g rowths in the decade—and no 
indication of the total workers em­ 
ployed in each reg ion. 
The west had even more impres­ 
sive g ains in industry by industry 
employment. For example, in the 
west construction employment in­ 
creased by 107.6 per cent; manu­ 
facturing by 64.9 per cent; durable 
g oods by 7 7 .4 per cent; non-dur­ 
ables by 49 .5 per cent; transporta­ 
tion and utilities by 60.2 per cent; 
trade by 58.2 per cent; service in­ 
dustries by 46.3 per cent. But in 
mining employment fell off by 5.2. 
per cent. 
In actual numbers of persons 
employed, however, the north cen­ 
tral states g ained the most, having 
3.4 million more workers in 1950 
than in 1940. 
Annual incomes of non-farm 
families showed more uniformity 
across the nation. The national 
averag e in 1950 was $3,245. In the 
south and larg est g roup was 37 .2 
per cent with incomes under $2,000. 
Elsewhere the larg est sing le g roup 
was the $2,000 to $4,000 rang e. In 
the northeast the percentag e in 
this g roup was 41.7 ; in the north 
central states 4^1 per cent; in the 
west 39.1 per cent; and in the 
south 36.2. 
In the $10,000 a year and over 
class, the northeast led with 3J 
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last war ended, of dividing defense 
funds equally in three parts, on 
the “ one for the mole, one for the 
rat, one for the badg er” theory, 
must h* discarded with it. In sum, 
the Air Force must have the lion’s 
share of defense funds simply be­ 
cause a dominant United States 
Air Force is the heart and soul of 
the defense of the West.

But this time, the Air 
Foret chiefs, who are deeply con­ 
vinced that they are rig ht, seem 
determined to force a showdown 
all along the line. 
They have many hurdles ahead. 
The first is, of course, the J oint 
Chiefs themselves. It is about as 
unlikely as anything can.be that 
Army Chief J. Lawton Collins, 
Navy Chief Forrest Sherman, or 
even Chairman Omar Bradley will 
placidly ag re' to assig n to the Air 
Force the bulk of defense funds or 
the central role in American de­ 
fense. But it is also unlikely that 
the Air Force will accept a mere 
counting of hands among the J oint 
Chiefs. 
Instead, the Air Force can be ex­ 
pected to fig ht the issue up to the 
National Security Council and the 
President, and finally to Cong ress. 
Consideration has already been 
g iven to the temporary recall of 
Gen. Lauris Norstad from Europe, 
to state the case for g reat in­ 
creased tactical air streng th on the 
Continent, and to act as a chief 
spokesman for th? Air Force. 


NORSTAD’S ALREADY articu­ 
late voice would be lent added 
weig ht from the fact that he is 
Commanding General of the U.S. 
Air Force in Europe, under Gen. 
Dwig ht D. Eisenhower. His views 
on the heed for increased air 
streng th would thus presumably 
have at least the implicit endorse­ 
ment of Eisenhower. On the other 
hand, the position taken by De­ 
fense Secretary Georg e Marshall 
will carry g reat weig ht with the 
National 
Security Council 
and 
President Truman, and Marshall 
is believed unlikely to support the 
Air Force. 
The final arbiter will be the 
Cong ress. There the Air Force al­ 
ready has very powerful support, 
especially in the persorr of Sen. 
Henry Cabot Lodg e, who has al­ 
ready, in an important Senate 
speech, called for a g reat increase 
in American air streng th. The dan­ 
g er is obvious—that the Defense 
Department will ag ain be tom 
apart internally in a bitter strug ­ 
g le. Yet the arg uments put forward 
by the Air Force are extremely 
persuasive, and the issue could not 
be more serious. The Air Force is 
rig ht in holding that the issue 
must be decided, once and for all, 
before It is too late.

Buster Brown Doll Still In 
Belgium, Looks For Home

WASHINGTON, J une 11 (U.R)—If 
some needy American waif would 
like a doll that was “ born” during 
World War I days, he should g et 
in touch with Ambassador Robert 
Murphy in Brussels. 
The history of “ Buster Brown,” 
the name of the doll, is interest­ 
ing . It has something to do with 
the long campaig n of the Ameri­ 
can Leg ion to provide toys for the 
kids of war-torn lands. 
“ Buster Brown” first was sent 
to a Belg ian child by a lad from 
Florida, now dead. It has chang ed 
hands many times and many a pot 
of g lue has been used to keep it 
tog ether. “ Buster” is an altog ether 
doll rig ht now, except for one hole 
in the head which stickum won’t 
patch. * 
But according to a letter the Le­ 
g ion has from an Anne Marie Sau- 
wers in Brussels, who wants Am­ 
bassador Murphy to ship the doll 
to some deserving American — 
“ Buster” is still capable of crib- 
cuddling . 


“ BUSTER BROWN” is a link be­ 
tween the past and present. It was 
the first toy sent abroad 32 years 
•g o in the Leg ion’s “ toy for Bel­ 
g ian” effort, a movement that 
g rand-daddied the Leg ion’s present 
“ Tide of Toys” for western Euro­ 
pean kids orphaned by the last 
g reat war. 
I spent a whole day g oing 
throug h thank-you letters sent to 
the Leg ion by g rateful World War 
II waifs. 
Some of the letters are pathetic; 
some have a touch of childish in­ 
nocence and humor. 
But all of them are on the same 
theme — “ Thanks America,” the 
country with a big heart. 
A lot of the letters were written 
in the fine script they apparently 
teach 
in 
the 
German 
public 
schools. 
Straig ht 
up-and-down 
writing with perfect lettering ; not 
at all like the Palmer method we 
learned here els kids.

Flag Day Tomorrow, A Day 
Of Patriotic Rededication 
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MATTER OF FACT 


HE'S NEVER UEN QUITE THE SAME— 


Tomorrow is Flag Day. 
What does this mean? To many, perhaps, 
a perfunctory salute or tip of the hat as a color 
guard marches past. 
Or a moment of reflection on the Stars and 
Stripes fluttering from every mast in town. 
Maybe an opportunity for the mayor to issue 
a proclamation — as if he, instead of Congress 
in 1777, proclaimed the proud banner to be the 
standard of these United States. 
Flag Day may mean these. But it should 
mean much more. It should be a day of re­ 
flection, of prayer, and of resolve.

WASHINGTON—The unanimity 
which has prevailed on the sur­ 
face between the spokesmen of the 
Pentagon during the MacArthur 
investigation is wholly deceptive. 
In fact, if the past is any guide 
to the future, an unholy row, rival­ 
ling in bitterness the row which 
led up to the dismissal of Adm. 
Louis Denfeld, is likely *to break 
out in the near future. The whole 
basic strategy of the United States, 
involving the very survival of the 
Western alliance, may well depend 
on the outcome of this internal 
struggle. 
Air Force Chief of Staff Hoyt 
Vanderberg, with the full back­ 
ing of his civilian superiors, has 
already squarely posed the essen­ 
tial issue. He has proposed to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff that air 
strength should be increased from 
the presently planned ninety-five 
groups to at least 140 groups. He 
has thus in effect proposed that 
the Air Force should be assigned 
the central role in the American 
defense structure, with about half 
of all defense funds allotted to it. 


THE BASIC AIR FORCÉ thesis 
is simple enough. First, the Ameri­ 
can and the allied British navies 
now wholly dominate the seas. The 
threat of the Soviet shnorkel sub­ 
marine remains, but no mere in­ 
crease in conventional n a v a l 
strength will eliminate this threat. 
Second, the United States can 
and must rely heavily on European 
and other ground forces to provide 
a deterrent on the ground to Red 
Army attack. The United States 
cannot and must not maintain 
huge ground forces indefinitely. 
Thus a great increase In the Amer­ 
ican ground forces is neither nec­ 
essary nor desirable. 
Third, the Air is the one area in 
which the United States cap be­ 
come and can remain decisively 
superior to the Soviets. Yet the 
planned level of air strength — 
ninety-five groups—will leave the 
United States end its allies un­ 
questionably inferior in tactical air 
strength. 
The American ground forcea, as 
well as the ground forces of our 
allies, can never fee quantltlvely 
superior to the Soviet and satellite 
armies. They will thus be destroyed 
unless the gap in the air is dosed 
and more than closed. Yet the gap 
cannot possibly be closed by this 
country’s allies, since the British 
aircraft industry la comparatively 
small, and the Continent's air­ 
craft industry virtually non-ex­ 
istent. 


FOR SUCH REASONS, the old 
rule-of-thumb of one air wing to 
one division must be discarded. 
And the other rule, which has been 
followed in the Pentagon since the 


" last war ended, of dividing defense 
funds equally in three parts, on 
the “one for the mole, one for the 
rat, one for the badger” theory, 
must b* discarded with it. In sum, 
the Air Force must have the lion’s 
share of defense funds simply be­ 
cause a dominant United States 
Air Force is the heart and soul of 
the defense of the West. 
So runs the argument which will 
be increasingly heard this summer. 
It is not an entirely unfamiliar 
argument. But this time, the Air 
Force chiefs, who are deeply con­ 
vinced that they are right, seem 
determined to force a showdown 
all along the line. 
They have many hurdles ahead. 
The first is, of course, the Joint 
Chiefs themselves. It is about as 
unlikely as anything can be that 
Army Chief J. Lawton Collins, 
Navy Chief Forrest Sherman, or 
even Chairman Omar Bradley will 
placidly agre' to assign to the Air 
Force the bulk of defense funds or 
the central role in American de­ 
fense. But it is also unlikely that 
the Air Force will accept a mere 
counting of hands among the Joint 
Chiefs, 
' 
Instead, the Air Force can be ex­ 
pected to fight the Issue up to the 
National Security Council and the 
President, and finally to Congress. 
Consideration has already been 
given to the temporary recall of 
Gen. Lauris Norstad from Europe, 
to state the case for great in­ 
creased tactical air strength on the 
Continent, and to act as a chief 
spokesman for the Air Force. 


NQRSTAD’S ALREADY articu­ 
late voice would be lent added 
weight from the fact that he is 
'Commanding General of the U.S. 
Air Force in Europe, under Gen. 
Dwight D. Elsenhower. His views 
on the need for increased air 
strength would thus presumably 
have at least the implicit endorse­ 
ment of Eisenhower. On the other 
hand, the position taken by De­ 
fense Secretary George Marshall 
will carry great weight with the 
National 
Security Council 
and 
President Truman, and Marshall 
is believed unlikely to support the 
Air Force. 
The final arbiter will be the 
Congress. There the Air Force al­ 
ready has very powerful support, 
especially in the personr of Sen, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, who has al­ 
ready, in an important Senate 
speech, called for a great increase 
in American air strength. The dan­ 
ger is obvious—that the Defense 
Department will again be tom 
apart Internally in a bitter strug­ 
gle. Yetf the arguments put forward 
by the Air Force are extremely 
persuasive, and the issue could not 
be more serious. The Air Force is 
right in holding that the issue 
must be decided, once and for all, 
before It is too late.

not washing their faces thoroughly 
with hot soap and water before 
they begin shaving" Kraus said. 
“You have to do that to get the oil 
and dirt out of the skin so the 
beard stands out. 


“WHETHER YOU USE lather or 
brushless cream, if then should be 
rubbed in for a full minute before 
you begin shaving. And it must be 
kept wet. Otherwise the blade just 
glides over the caked shaving 
cream or soap." 
The next error? 
“The average man holds the ra­ 
zor horizontal to his face and pulls 
It from the ear hairline to the chin 
In one stroke. That is like trying 
to slice a loaf of bread by pushing 
the knife straight down. You haze 
to slice off your beard just like 
you slice bread. Use ar oblique 
stroke” 
Anything else? 
“Yes,” said Kraus. “Pull the skin 
in the opposite direction of your 
shaving stroke.

California Leads Nation 
In Military Contracts

NEW YORK (jp)—War contracts 
go west, too. The west is capturing 
the moat—apparently, all a part 
of its striking growth in employ­ 
ment, labor force and industrial 
expansion. 
California leads the nation in 
the dollar total of military prime 
contracts awarded in the first 
seven months of the defense pro­ 
gram. She got 18 per cent of the 
nearly $9 billion total—thanks in 
large part to her aircraft industry. 
Count in Washington and Oregon 
and the west coast has almost one- 
fourth of the nation’s total. 
New York is the second state 
with 10 per cent of the total. 
The contract awards include air­ 
craft, ships, tanks, weapons, am­ 
munition, clothing, and military 
construction. The awards are only 
the prime contracts. Much of the 
actual production will be sub-con­ 
tracted and may well be carried on 
in other states. 


FIGLRES RELEASED by the 
munitions board show that Michi­ 
gan h i the third state to amount 
of prime contracts, with almos4: 
eight per cent; Ohio fourth with 
6.5 per cent, and Connecticut fifth 
with six per cent. Among them, 
these five western states have 55 
• per cent of all military prime con­ 
tracts. 
The rest of the first ten, in or­ 
der, art: Indiana, New Jersey. Il­ 
linois, Washington and Pennsyl­ 
vania. In dollar totals the ten 
range from California's $1.6 billion 
to Pennsylvania’s $326 million. 
The aircraft industry isn't the 
only thing pulling contracts west. 
The striking Industrial growth of 
the west, and to a slightly lesser 
degree the south, is shown in fig­ 
ures compiled by the National In­ 
dustrial Conference Board from 
various government sources. The 
data contrasts labor force growth, 
industrial employment, and family 
Incomes between 1940 and 1930 to 


four regions of the country. 
The labor force increased 38.4 
per cent in the decade in the west 
—Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, l^tah, 
Nevada, California, Oregon and 
Washington. 
An increase of 11.7 per cent in 
the decade was chalked up by the 
labor force in the 10 southern 
states. 
An 11.5 per cent labor force in­ 
crease was recorded to the 12 north 
central states. 
Trailing with a 6.5 per cent in­ 
crease was the northeastern re­ 
gion—composed of nine states. 


THESE FIGURES ARE percent­ 
age growths in the decade—and no 
indication of the total workers em­ 
ployed in each region. 
The west had even more impres­ 
sive gains in industry by industry 
employment. For example, in the 
west construction employment in­ 
creased by 107.6 per cent; manu­ 
facturing by 64.9 per cent; durable 
goods by 77.4 per cent; non-dur­ 
ables by 49.5 per cent; transporta­ 
tion and utilities by 60.2 per cent; 
trade by 58.2 per cent; service in­ 
dustries by 46.3 per cent. But in 
mining employment fell off by 5.2, 
per cent. 
In actual numbers of persons 
employed, however, the north cen­ 
tral states gained the most, having 
3.4 million more workers in 1950 
than to 1940. 
Annual incomes of non-farm 
families showed more uniformity 
across the nation. The national * 
average in 1950 was $3,245. In the 
south and largest group was 37 2 
per cent with incomes under $2,000. 
Elsewhere the largest stogie group 
was the $2,000 to $4,000 range. In 
the northeast the percentage in 
this group was 41.7; to the north 
central states 4L1 per cent; in the 
west 39.1 per cent; and to the 
south 36.2.

These report to Ground Control In­ 
terceptor stations, which order out 
fighter-interceptors in the case of 
unidentified flights. A force of 500 
thousand volunteers Is planned for 
the entire nation. 
Commander of the 4772nd Squad­ 
ron is Lt. Col. James E. Joham, a 
reserve officer recalled to active 
duty May 1st from his home at 
Arroyo Grandé. He also Is director 
of civilian defense for the 28th Air 
Division (Defense) at Hamilton 
AFB.

reserve unit which trained at Ham­ 
ilton Air Force base until it was 
called to active duty May 1, 
At present the 4772nd squadron 
has 13 officers and 24 airmen. 
Captain Andrew G. Lovett is oper­ 
ations officer and Second Lieuten­ 
ant Jean La L&nne Is squadron ad­ 
jutant. 
The commanding officer of the 
Oakland Filter center (located at 
610 16th street) is Major Melvin D.

During its 50-year history, the 
popularity of spinal anesthesia has 
waxed and waned many times. Many 
doctors have been enthusiastic for 
it a t different periods, while others, 
just as numerous, have regarded it 
with a certain amount of caution. 


Among the things which recom­ 
mend it is the simplicity with which 
it can be administered. A needle is 
introduced into the spinal canal 
and an anesthetic similar to novo- 
caine is injected. This soon pro­ 
duces numbness over the area to be 
operated on and induces complete 
relaxation of the muscles, a very 
important consideration for the sur­ 
geon. , 


Though this form of anesthesia 
does not put the patient to slpep, 
it does absolutely prevent pain and 
its effects are almost immediate. 
Therefore, it is very handy for use 
in hospitals where a doctor trained 
in the handling of anesthetics is not 
always available. Thus, both doctor 
and patient are assured of a good 
anesthetic 
without 
the 
dangers 
which can result when those that 
are breathed in must be handled by 
someope other than a skilled anes­ 
thetist. 
POSSIBLE COMPLICATIONS 
Nevertheless, spinal anesthesia is 
no exception to the* rule that all 
anesthetics have their possible com­ 
plications. In the first place, pa­ 
tients are likely to fear it to such 
an extent that, in many instances, 
even though a spinal anesthetic is 
successfully given, they must still 
be put to sleep. 
- 
Severe • hfeadache is very often 
another complication and is a cause 
of much discomfort in the patient 
who has had spinal anesthesia. The 
severe headaches occur in about one 
out of six patients. Conditions such 
as meningitis and adhesions in the 
spinal cord, may also occur from 


stances on record where it has 
caused partial paralysis. 


AT PRESENT TIME 
At the present time, spinal anes­ 
thesia is not used as often as it was 
a few years ago, the reason being 
the possibility of grave complica­ 
tions. Nowadays, most hospitals are 
using physician anesthetists and, in 
their hands, inhalation anesthesia 
has proved far more successful, with 
fewer bad results. 
However, in certain cases where 
long anesthesia is required or where 
a lung condition makes the patient 
a bad risk Cor an inhaled anesthetic, 
it would be advisable to qse spinal 
anesthesia. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
K. V. T.: My feet perspire. Is there 
anything fhat can be done for it? 
Answer: One who has excessive 
perspiration of the feet should see 
to it that the feet are bathed daily, 
and that clean stockings are worn 
every day. In addition, a twenty-five 
per cent solution of aluminum chlo­ 
ride, dabbed on the feet every two 
or three days, might be used. This 
will decrease the perspiration.

YOUR HEALTH 


Spinal Anesthetic Good 


For Certain Operations 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
During its 50-year history, the 
popularity of spinal anesthesia has 
waxed and waned many times. Many 
doctors have been enthusiastic for 
it at different periods, while others, 
just as numerous, have regarded it 
with a certain amount of caution. 
Among the things which recom­ 
mend it is the simplicity with which 
it can be administered. A needle is 
introduced into the spinal canal 
and an anesthetic similar to novo- 
caine is injected. This soon pro­ 
duces numbness over the area to be 
operated on and induces complete 
relaxation of the muscles, a very 
important consideration for the sur­ 
geon. 
Though this form of anesthesia 
does not put the patient to sleep, 
It does absolutely prevent pain and 
Its effects are almost immediate. 
Therefore, it is very handy for use 
in hospitals where a doctor trained 
in the handling of anesthetics is not 
always available. Thus, both doctor 
and patient are assured of a good 
anesthetic without the dangers 
which can result when those that 
are breathed in must be handled by 
someope other than af skilled anes­ 
thetist. 
POSSIBLE COMPLICATIONS 
Nevertheless, spinal anesthesia is 
no exception to the- rule that all 
anesthetics have their possible com­ 
plications. In the first place, pa­ 
tients are likely to fear if to such 
an extent that, in many Instances, 
even though a spinal anesthetic is 
successfully given, they must still 
be put to sleep. 
- Severe • hfeadache is very often 
another complication and is a cause 
of much discomfort in the patient 
who has had spinal anesthesia. The 
severe headaches occur in about one 
out of six patients. Conditions such 
as meningitis and adhesions in the 
spinal cord,, may also occur from 
spinal anesthesia, and there are in­ 


stances on record where it has 
caused partial paralysis. 
AT PRESENT TIME 
At the present time, spinal anes­ 
thesia is not used as often as it was 
a few years ago, the reason being 
the possibility of grave complica­ 
tions. Nowadays, most hospitals are 
using physician anesthetists and, in 
their hands, inhalation anesthesia 
has proved far more successful, with 
fewer bad results. 
However, in certain cases where 
long anesthesia is required or where 
a lung condition makes the patient 
a bad risk for an inhaled anesthetic 
it would be advisable to use spina 
anesthesia. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
K. V. T.: My feet perspire, 
anything Chat can be done for it? 
Answer: One who has excessive 
perspiration of the feet should see 
to it that the feet are bathed daily, 
and that clean stockings are worn 
every day. In addition, a twenty-five 
per cent solution of aluminum chlo­ 
ride, dabbed on the feet every two 
or three days, might be used. This 
will decrease the perspiration.
